In this hearing,' before tlir I.V-^isIatiiP- tlir advocates 
of woman sufirage plainly said that the majority of wo- 
men do not deaire to vote. The dear, sweet home women, 
who ^ive the uorld its ronifort and its inspirations, ft el 
that it is lH*st tor them to train up their sons ahd intiu- 
ence their husbands for the ruder work of life. They do 
not wish in addition to the care of the home to aasume 
also the work of government in its details. 

The suffrat^e movement, therefore, is .t midm mcnt to 
make these women iliscontented. The suttragists purpose 
to agitate. They wish to stir up women to be di i w a ti a H e d 
with homr and t tiildrt ii and I()\e, and to make tlicm de- 
sire something el^:. I hey pruiK>se to give up intiuenc- 
ing men, and vote them oown! 

There are. siul to sav, a ^'ood many men and WOOaen 
who are not ui tamdies. And it is chiefly thoaa women 
and married womon who arii imhoppjr who agitate for 
suSrage. 

All true men feel especially tender and solldtous for 
siu h iinliappv women. Many impro\ cnients in the laws 
have been made for their beneht and others will come as 
tail na thty -en be wisely framed. Bnt to break mp the 

home and diss( )lve sociffv intuits clcnicnts — each man 
and woman an independent hghter — would be a set back

The Kvelya wee a 
steamablp and was eawnaadad by 
CapuOa aatfth. aba bilnagid lo A. R 
Bull a Co, at New Tark, aad was 
cbartaiad hy the Harrlaa, Irby A Voce 
Cotton Co. to take a cargo of eotton to 
Bremen. She was S6S feet long and 
1,185 tons net. She was bnltt in South- 
ampton, Enttland. in 1883. Her home 
port waa Philadelphia. The Bvslyn 
was last reported as a iilvlag at Rot- 
terdam Pebmary 17.
